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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Application 

Claims 1-12 are pending and are examined herein. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Roetker 
etal. (US Patent 5,630,847). 

Roetker et al. teach a cleaning composition comprising butoxy propoxy propanol, 
water, an emulsifier, 1 ,2-octanediol (col. 2, lines 30-40), and a perfume ingredient such 
as eugenol (col. 6, line 4). This cleaning composition is exemplified in Example I, where 
1,2-octanediol and eugenol are listed (col. 10, lines 1-12). Examiner views cosmetics, 
toiletries, and medicine containing the antiseptic disinfectant as intended use claims, 
where it is given no patentable weight. 

It is respectfully pointed out that a recitation of the intended use of the claimed 
invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the 
prior art in order to patentably distinguish from each other. If the prior art structure is 
capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a 
process of making, the intended use must result in a manipulative difference as 
compared to the prior art. See In re Casey, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re 
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Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). Thus, the intended use of a composition claim 
will be given no patentable weight. 

It is further respectfully pointed put that a preamble is generally not accorded any 
patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of a process or the intended use 
of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on the preamble for 
completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural limitations are able to stand 
alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 
187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951). See MPEP 211 1.02. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ono et 
al. (US Patent Application 2004/0123775 A1). 

Ono et al. teach a spraying composition comprising a water-soluble organic 
solvent such as 1,2-octanediol (pg. 5, section 0055) and a cosmetic ingredient such as 
thymol (pg. 8, section 0083). The spraying composition possesses excellent spraying 
properties as well as excellent after-spraying properties such as anti-dripping, 
spreadability, and uniformity of coating. Thus, the spraying composition can be used in

a wide variety of fields such as medicine for oral use, insecticide, a fragrance, an anti- 
microbial agent, a sterilizer, a deodorizer, and an antiseptic agent (pg. 22, section 
0236). Even though Ono et al. discloses the intended use limitations of claims 1-9, no 
patentable weight is given to the intended use. 

It is respectfully pointed out that a recitation of the intended use of the claimed 
invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the 
prior art in order to patentably distinguish from each other. If the prior art structure is 
capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a 
process of making, the intended use must result in a manipulative difference as 
compared to the prior art. See In re Casey, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re 
Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). Thus, the intended use of a composition claim 
will be given no patentable weight. 

It is further respectfully pointed out that a preamble is generally not accorded any 
patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of a process or the intended use 
of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on the preamble for 
completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural limitations are able to stand 
alone.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham vs John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over Ono et 
al. (US Patent Application 2004/0123775 A1) as applied to claims 1-9 and further in 
view of Jensen et al. (US Patent 2,550,255). 

The instant claims are directed to foods containing an anti-microbial, antiseptic 
disinfectant comprising 1 ,2-octanediol and thymol, eugenol, citronellal, terpinyl acetate, 
or citronellol and p-pinene. 

Ono et al. teach the composition as discussed above, however they fail to 
disclose foods that contain this composition. 

Jensen et al. teach anti-bacterial agents to be employed as an effective 
preservative for food products (col. 1 , lines 34-56). 

Therefore, it would have been prima facie obvious to a person of ordinary skill in 
the art, at the time the claimed invention was made, to use this spraying composition on 
foods because Ono et al. teaches the anti-microbial properties of 1 ,2-octanediol (pg. 22, 
section 0236). 
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A person of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to use the 
spraying composition taught by Ono et al. on foods because the anti-bacterial properties 
of 1 ,2-octanediol can be used as a preservative on foods to prevent spoilage and 
decomposition.
